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PFLAUM CHARGES UNRELIABIE A column by IRVING PFLAUM in the Chicago Sun-Times 
CORRES PONDENTS COVER IRON last month touched off a lively debate between the 
CURTAIN FOR NawS SERVICES paper's foreign editor and executives of American 
news services...PFLAUM, who toured Hastern Europe 
last summer, declared that American press services "do not maintain full-time 
American correspondents" in several iron curtain countries because news avail- 
able there usually comes only from officials. "This means, "he wrote, "that to- 
save money the AP, Undted Press and INS -- upon which most Americans depend 
for their factual foreign news -- aren't represented by reliable American news- 
men in Communist countries. Such penny wisdom is, I submit, a grave disservice 
to American readers and radio listeners. 

Replying to PYLAUM, Ben Bassett, AP foreign editor, cited that AP men are 
presently working in Russia, Poland, Hungary, Bulgaria and Czechoslovakia, while” 
"no American correspondents have gotten into Romania, to my knowledge” and "no 
correspondents are admitted to Albania."...According to Editor & Publisher, 
requests by the UP for visas to Poland have been turned down. “If Mr. PFIAUM 
can persuade them to give us a visa," A UP spokesman said, "we would love to 
spend money there."...BARRY FARIS, editor-in-chief of INS, replied to PFLAUM'S 
charges by stating that INS is currently making changes in its tron curtain 
assignments and did not want to jeopardize-future operations by entering into the 
controversy.
